On last Friday the L illard milling 
company closed a contract with B a r­ 
nard & Leas of Moline, 111., for the 
machinery for the new mill to be erec­ 
ted on tho site of the burned building 
The new mill will be the very latest 
improved and modern in every re­ 
spect, the machinery used being the 
same as used by the S ta n d a rd Tilton 
Co. of D allas and St. L ouis, and the 
new L illard plant when completed 
will have doubled its form er capacity 
One of the special machines bought 
by the L illard milling com pany is an 
Eureka wheat cleaner, which has 1000 
bu. per hour capacity. From this the 
wheat is carried to the m illing sep­ 
arator, which will be the latest of its 
type, being a 6-seive self-cleaning m a­ 
chine, and the only one in Texas. 
Attached to each machine is a “ cy­ 
clone dust collector,” which sucks all 
dust from the wheat and condenses it 
so that it may be properly handled 
and not allowed to blow over the 
mill. 
Leaving the 
sep a rato r the 
wheat goes successively through three 
different types of scouring machines, 
then into a wheat polisher, which is a 
brush machine, removing all fine dust 
that can only be detected by the most 
searching microscope. 
This prepar­ 
es the wheat for the tempering stage, 
when the grain is conditioned for 
grinding. 
From this machine the 
wheat will go to the new ball-bearing 
! rolls. 
These rolls when empty can be 
I run by a common twine string instead 
i of the six-inch belt used. 
The balls 
i for this machine are made in Ger­ 
m any. and can only be made by one 
man. 
All the other machinery in tile 
I new plant will be similar to that in I 
; the old mill. 


In the new mill an employees eleva­ 
tor will be installed to facilitate the 
passage of employees from one floor 
to another.

Tho deliverance of Israel from Egypt 
at tile time of the first passover mark­ 
ed the beginning of their national his­ 
tory, according to verse 2. 
The ful­ 
fillment of tire passover which is yet 
future will mark the beginning of their 
becoming a righteous nation when they 
have been gathered from al! nations 
and have seen their Messiah coining in 
His glory (Luke xxii, 15, IO; Isa. xi, ll, 
12; Ix, 13, 19-22). Their deliverance 
from Egypt was wholly the work of 
the Lord (xiii, 3), and so shall be their 
restoration and conversion at the sec­ 
ond coming of Christ. The zeal of the 
Lord of hosts will do it (Isa. ix, 6, 7). 
The first passover was In connection 
with the last of the ten judgments on 
Pharaoh and his people, the death of 
the firstborn in every house; the last 
passover will be in connection with 
the judgment upon the nations (Joel iii, 
I, 2; Zeph. Iii, 8, 9; M att xxv, 31, 32). 
The safety of the firstborn of Israel 
on that dread night In Egypt depend­ 
ed upon the blood on the doorposts of 
their houses, for the Lord bad said, 
“When I see the blood I will pass over 
you, and the plague shall not be upon 
you to destroy you” (verse 13). There 
is no salvation revealed in all the word 
of God except by the blood of the 
U mb. Chrlfft^ our passover sacrificed 
for us (T Cor. v, 7). 
Not Downey nor 
morality, not baptisia jior church mem­ 
bership, not the sacrifice of Christ and 
something else, but the precious blood 
of Christ, as of a lamb without blem­ 
ish, that alone gives safety (I P et 
I, 18, 19; Lev. xvii, ll; Heb. ix, 22; 
Eph. I, 6, 7; Rev. I, 5, 0; v, 9, IO). The 
household might be too little for the 
lamb, and In that case his next neigh­ 
bor was to share with him, and that 
suggests a good answer to the ques­ 
tion, Who is my neighbor? 
Why not 
any one in the wide world with whom 
I can share the Lamb of Cod—that is, 
any one to whom I can make known 
the gift of God? (Verse 4.) 
Tile lamb was never too little for the 
household, for (here Is a sufficiency for 
all in Christ Jesus. That the lamb was 
kept four days (verses 3, 6) is to me 
suggestive of the fact that the Lamb 
of God was set apart before the foun­ 
dation of the world, but was not slain

1 The blood is our safety a1! the way 
along until tin' morning of His return, 
and then we shall be like Him and be 
forever with Him. 
Under that blood 
there was no death, whether the first­ 
born was quiet and restful because of 
the word of God concerning his safety 
or whether nervous and restless be­ 
cause he could not feel safe.

were to eat the lamb with unleavened 
bread and hitter herbs, suggestive of 
no evil tolerated (for leaven is always 
something corrupt), and our sufferings 
with Him, for all who will live godly 
In Christ Jesus shall suffer persecution.
